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Rev. Dr. Harold N. Skidmore 
To Address Annual Meeting 

The Rev. Dr. Harold N. Skidmore, 
New York City, is Field Secretary of 
the Pension Boards with special as- 
signment to the Congregational Board 
of Ministerial Relief. He is also re- 
sponsible for promotion of The Annu- 
ity Fund for Congregational Ministers. 

The Congregational Board of Minis- 
terial Relief aids ministers and their 
families in cases of severe financial 
necessity. It also gives emergency as- 
sistance to retired ministers and min- 
isters' widows. The Annuity Fund for 
Congregational Ministers, established 
in 1914, is a pioneer effort among 
Protestant church groups to enable 
ministers to provide for their retire- 
ment years. 

Dr. Skidmore was superintendent of 
the Michigan Conference of Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches from 1941 
to 1960 when he came to his present 
post. 

Born in Oldbury, England, February 
12, 1898, he grew up in Michigan 
where his father, the Rev. Nathaniel 
Skidmore, was a home missionary pas- 
tor of the Congregational Conference. 
He attended Olivet College and Ober- 
lin (Ohio) College. From the latter he 
received both his A. B. degree and his 
B. D. degree in 1926. Defiance (Ohio) 
College awarded him an honorary Doc- 
torate of Divinity in 1941. He also re- 
ceived an honorary Doctorate of Di- 
vinity from Olivet College in 1961. 

Dr. and Mrs. Skidmore live in Mount 
Vernon, N. Y. They have two sons, 
Cyril N. and Edward C. Skidmore. 



Miss Helen Huntington 
Smith Is Speaker 
For Evening Program 

Miss Helen Huntington Smith, Exec- 
utive Director, Council for Lay Life 
and Work, United Church of Christ, 
will be the guest speaker at the even- 
ing program of the joint Lay Life and 
Work groups of the Southeast Confer- 
ence on April 23. She will use as her 
topic, "The Laymen's World." 

Miss Smith, the first woman to head 
a major national board of a Protestant 
denomination, was director of Women's 
Work of the Ohio Conference of Con- 
gregational Christian Churches for 11 
years before assuming her present po- 
sition with the Council in 1962. She 
has served on numerous committees of 
the National Council of Churches' De- 
partment of United Church Women. 

The Council for Lay Life and Work 
of the United Church of Christ con- 
sists of 30 members who develop and 
coordinate the participation of laymen 
and laywomen in the life of the 
church. 

In 1961 Miss Smith was a delegate 
from her denomination to the Third 
Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches in New Delhi, India, and in 
1962 she attended the International 
Congregational Council meeting in 
Rotterdam, Holland. She is a member 
of the Executive Committee of the lat- 
ter body. 

Miss Smith was born in China where 
her parents were missionaries. She re- 
ceived her early education in China 
and came to this country to study at 
Mount Holyoke College. She has a 
Master's Degree from Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary and Columbia University.

Dr. Price went to LeMoyne College 
as dean in 1941 and was named presi- 
dent in 1943. Previously he taught eco- 
nomics at Tuskegee Institute in Ala- 
bama for ten years. 

Dr. Price was born in Capahosic, Va., 
June 29, 1904. His father, William G. 
Price, was principal of Gloucester Nor- 
mal School in Capahosic. 

From Gloucester High School in Ca- 
pahosic, he went to Williston Academy, 
Easthampton, Massachusetts. He re- 
ceived his A. B. degree from Amherst 
College in 1927 and his M. A. from 
Columbia University in 1931. The de- 
gree of Doctor of Law was conferred 
on him by Brandeis University in 1958 
and Amherst College in 1962. 

The Newspaper Guild of the City 
of Memphis, Tenn., gave Dr. Price its 
1963 Citizenship Award, first ever giv- 
en to a Negro. He is a board member 
of the Tennessee Council on Human 
Relations, chairman of the board of 
the Memphis Urban League and vice- 
chairman of the Memphis Community 
Relations Committee.

Report Of Committee On 
Survey And Church Aid 

The Survey and Church Aid Com- 
mittee met from time to time during 
the year and made recommendations 
to the Board of Directors as to which 
churches within the Conference should 
be aided. We are including with this 
report a list of the aided situations 
which have been approved by the 
Board of Directors. Our newest church 
developments have been showing pro- 
gress. Reports from Huntsville, Ala., 
indicate solid progress during' the year 
under the leadership of Rev. W. Ray- 
mond Berry. The Montgomery situa- 
tion made progress under the leader- 
ship of Rev. Harold C. Henderson, but 
is presently without a minister because 
of the resignation of Mr. Henderson 
when he was called into active service 
as a Chaplain in the USAF. 

The committee is happy to report 
that we now own property in the Bo- 
nanza development off the South Ex- 
pressway some thirty miles south of 
Atlanta. The United Church Board for 
Homeland Ministries has been most 
cooperative and has approved the Bo- 
nanza area for a new church develop- 
ment. The Board has advanced the 
'funds for the purchase of the property 
and a special word of appreciation 
goes to Dr. J. Edmund Lippy for his 
keen interest and fine coperation in 
assisting us in obtaining approval for 
this new church project. 

There are one hundred homes in the 
development at the present time and 
many under construction. The homes 
are being sold as fast as they can be 
constructed. Present plans call for the 
placing of an Organizational Minister 
in this field this summer or early fall. 
Ours is the only church property yet 
purchased in the development and we 
believe we have a real opportunity for 
developing a fine church. We have 
purchased about three acres of land 
and a sign has been erected on the pro- 
perty indicating that this is the future 
home of the United Church of Christ. 

There have been several inquiries 
in regard to possible new church de- 
velopments in South Carolina and in 
Northwest Florida. These are being 
pursued and we hope that we may lo- 
cate other suitable areas for the de- 
velopment of new United Churches. 

Upon the recommendation of this 
£>rnmittee the Board of Directors has 
oted that all aided churches in the 
Conference must make quarterly re- 
ports and an annual report to the com- 



Report Of Committee On 
Ministry And Churches 

Much of the work of this committee 
is administrative and, in most cases, 
is better handled in the office of the 
Southeast Conference. The ministerial 
statistics for 1965 are as follows: 

At the present time there are 104 
ordained ministers with full standing 
in the conference. 97 are enrolled in 
the United Church of Christ and 7 
have Congregational Christian standing 
only. 

There are 6 ministers with confer- 
ence ordination, 16 licentiates, and cne 
ministerial prospect In Care of Asso- 
ciation. 

Eight ministers of other denomina- 
tions and 4 lay ministers serve church- 
es in the conference. 

Of the 104 ordained ministers, 54 are 
serving churches and 16 are retired. 
Sixteen are engaged in direct religious 
work; 8 are in educational work; and
